Advisory Committee Proposes This 
as Means of Preventing Over- 
Production of Milk. 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Dairy 
farmers are urged to destroy one- 
tenth of the country’s milk cows to 
prevent overproduction, in a report 
submitted to the Farm Board. 
The report, prepared by the 
Dairy Advisory Committee, an 
agency of dairy co-operatives, says 
that herds have been increasing for 
four years and that this will lead 
to large surpluses and low prices 
despite recent increases in prices. 
In addition to asking each farm- 
er to eliminate one cow out of 10, 
the committee also suggested that 
all low-producing; cows be culled 
and sold for slaughter and that ad- 
ditional heifer calves be vealed. 
The committee adopted resolu- 
tions commending co-operative 
marketing of dairy products, and 
urging milk distributers to buy 
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‘from co-operatives.

“That no money or other @rop- 
erty shall be paid, conveyed, trans- 
ferred. assigned or delivered under 
this’ act to any agent, attorney, or 
representative of any person en- 
titled thereto, unless. satisfactory 
evidence is furnished the President 
or the court, as the case may be, 
that the fee of such agent, attor- 
ney or representative for services 
in connection therewith does not 
exceed 3 per centum of the value 
of such money or other property; 
but nothing in this section shall 
be construed as fixing such fees at 
3 per centum of the value of such 
money or other property, such 3 
per centum being fixed only as the 
maximum fee that may be allowed 
or accepted for such services.” 

Mrs. Kahle Not an Alien. 


Seizure of the estate, largely in 
stocks and bonds, was made by the 
Alien Property Custodian on er- 
roneous information that Mrs. 
Kahle was an alien. Application 
was made by Foristel’s firm for 
its return, and on Dec. 13, 1923, 
President Coolidge, acting on 
the recommendations of Attorney- 
General Daugherty, signed an or- 
der for return of the property in 
full.

Pens Farewell Notes, At- 
tempts Suicide at Friend’s 
Long Island Home. 


BALLOON PILOT'S AID 
IN 1910 RACES HERE 


Said to Have Met Kansas 
Banker’s Daughter in St. 
Louis Who Later Became 


His Wife.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Baron 


Walter von Mumm, 49 years old, 
one time Franco-German cham- 
pagne magnate, sportsman and aer- 
onaut, is in a serious condition 
from a bullet wound over the heart, 
inflicted by himself yesterday at 
the home of a friend, William H. 
von Rath, at Glen Head, L. I. 


“TI am doing this because I no 
longer wish to live,” a note said. 

Von Mumm, who before the war 
used the name of de Mumm, was in 
St. Louis in the fall of 1910, as aid 
to Alfred Le Blanc, pilot of the 
French balloon entered in the Gor- 
don Bennett international balloon 
race. Le Blanc and de Mumm, in 
the balloon Isle de France,, flew 
from St. Louis to a point in On- 
tario, 
by Hawley and Post in the Ameri- 
ca II, which went 1171 miles to a 
remote part of Quebec. s 

De Mumm’s visit to St. Louis at 
that time is said to have been the 
occasion of his first meeting with 
Miss Frances Scoville, daughter of 
Cc. K. Scoville, a bank president of 
Seneca, Kan. Less than three years 
later, in June, 1913, De Mumm and 
Miss Scoville were married in Lon- 
don. 

Wounded Once Before. 
followed De 
from a bullet 
wound in the chest, inflicted by 
Mrs. Marie van Rensimer Barnes, 
an American divorcee, in Paris, in 
December, 1912. Mrs. Barnes disap- 
peared after the shooting, which 
was reported to have been part of 
a suicide agreement. 

When the war began in 1914, De 
Mumm took the German name of 
Von Mumm, and joined the Ger- 
man army, fighting first in Bel- 
gium and then on the eastern front. 
His wife wrote home about his war 
exploits telling of his “splendid 
record” in the taking of Namur, 
Belgium, which caused the Kaiser 
to bestow the Iron Cross upon him. 

Later, however, it was learned 
that the De Mumms, or Von 
Mumms, had separated, and that 
the wife had cast her lot with 
France. Her $200,000 home on the 
Marne was burned during the Ger- 
man advance, and the great Mumm 
wineries in the Rheims § district 
were seized by the French as alien 
property. 

Mme. de Mumm met her hus- 
band in Switzerland during the war, 
and a separation agreement was 
made which provided an income 
for her and her daughter, Mary. 
She appealed to the Congress of the 
United States to repatriate her as 
an American citizen, and this was 
done by passage of a joint resolu- 
tion of the Senate and House. She 
died in France in 1920. 

Gains Custody of Daughter. 

Von Mumm came tothe United 
States several years ago, and 
through an order of a New Jersey 
court, gained custody of his daugh- 
ter, who had been in the keeping 
of her grandparents in Kansas. 
The girl is now in a school in Aik- 
_ =. c. 

The Baron, though he had lost 
heavily through the wartime se- 
questration of his property, still 
had a part of his fortune left, and 
this was lost, his friends say, in 
Wall street ventures. 

He went to work asa _ cus- 
tomer’s man for a Stock Exchange 
house, Shields & Co., 52 Wall 
street. Officers of the company 
said he was a retiring man, of 
whom little was known, but was a 
satisfactory employe. He lived in 
a rooming house at 153 East Fifty- 
first street. He went Tuesday eve- 
ning to the home of his friends, 
the Von Raths, and a servant, after 
breakfast, founc him lying in the 
drawing room, a German revolver 
beside him. He was taken to a 
hospital at Glen Cove.

INSANITY THEORY 
IN RILLING OF TWO 
WOMENAT PHOENIX 


Jealousy Said to Be Back of 

~Murders, but Investigat- 
ors Are Uncertain as to 
Cause of Trouble. 


HUNT CONTINUES 
FOR DOCTOR’S WIFE 


Search Centers in Los An- 
geles—Her Husband and 
Brother Think She Has 
Taken Her Life. 


By the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 22.— 


The strenuous police hunt for Mrs. 
Winnie Ruth Judd, wanted for two 
Phoenix (Ariz.) murders, contin- 
ued throughout the West today, but 
the opinion grew that she either 
was hiding here or had killed her- 
self. 

Officers prepared: for an inquest 
tomorrow over the bodies of the 
victims, Miss Hedvig Samuelson 
and Mrs. Agnes Le Roi, which were 
shipped here in trunks claimed by 
Mrs. Judd. The bodies later will 


be sent to Phoenix for another in- 
quest. _ 

On the theory that Mrs. Judd's 
body might be found in some out- 
of-the-way place, police looked 
over the beaches and hills around 
Los Angeles. Volunteers peered into 
deserted cabins and looked through 
the brushy undergrowth in canyons 
near the city. 

Her husband, Dr. W. C. Judd, 
and her brother, B. J. McKinnell, 
both expressed the belief that she 
would not be found alive. 

Homes of Friends Guarded. 

Many friends of Mrs. Judd were 
questioned. Guards were placed 
at their homes in the hope the 
fucitive would seek aid from ac- 
quaintances, ~ 

Officers also endeavored to find 
a plausible motive for the slayings 
of Mrs. Le Roi and Hedvig Sam- 
uelson, both of whom had been 
roommates of Mrs. Judd and her 
close friends. 

“All evidence shows it was a 
case of insanity — but there was 
something that caused the mind 
to perform such a ghastly crime,” 
said Detective Inspector D. A. 
Davidson. “Indications were that 
jealousy furnished the background 
for the slayings—but jealousy of 
what is still undetermined.” 

Davidson said Los Angeles police 
had found no direct evidence of 
unusual relations among the three 
women, other than that they had 
been exceptionally friendly. 

That Mrs. Judd had been acting 
irrationally for sor-e time was dis- 
closed by her former employers at 
a clinic who said she had acted 
‘“‘queerly” on numerous occasions. 


No Man Accomplice. 


Davidson said police had aban- 
doned the theory that Mrs. Judd 
had a man accomplice. The dou- 
ble crime was committed solely 
by the woman, he said. 

A diary in possession of County 
Attorney L. J. Andrews of Phoenix, 
who flew here to aid in the search 
and investigation, disclosed, he 
said, a story of queer affections 
between the two victims and a 
sudden change of attitude and ac- 
tions of Mrs. Judd. 

Judd and McKinnell visited the 
Coroner’s office to identify the 
bodies of Miss Samuelson and Mrs. 
Le Roi. Judd readily identified 
Miss Samuelson’s body but was 
doubtful of the other. 

Dr. Judd identified the Mdehor of 
the two trunks as that of Mrs. 
Le Roi and the smallergone and 
the suit case as his own. 


This fitted in with the police 
theory that both bodies originally 
were packed in the large trunk at 
the victims’ apartment and later 
removed to the Judd residence for 
dismemberment of one body and 
repacking in the other baggage. 
Dr. Judd also identified a pink 
blanket and quilt found ‘in the 
trunks as from a bed in the Judd 
residence. 

After the inspection, Coroner 
Nance said the Women “died at ap- 
proximately the same time.” 

Numerous letters from Dr. Judd to 
Mrs. Judd referred to her attempt 
to “exert a little self control.” In an 
unexplained statement Judd took 
the “blame for the.entire situation 
during the past year or more.” He 
also referred to a mild narcotic 
which Mrs. Judd apparently had 
been taking and said “it will knock 
your nervous system to a fare-you- 
well if you don’t cut it out.”

500 ARE LICENSED TO HUNT 
MISSOURI'S 500 ELIGIBLE DEER 


Three-Day Season Opens Today— 
100 Game Wardens Organized 
to Enforce Regulations,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 
22.—While Missouri duck hunters 
opened the 1931 waterfowl season 
at noon Tuesday other sportsmen 
were preparin gfor the three-day 
season on deer which opened to- 
day. 

About 500 deer license tags have 
been issued by the Game and Fish 
Department for permits to kill 
eight-point bucks during the first 
open season on deer since 1925. It 
is estimated there are only 500 
bucks eligible to be killed in the 
State. 

John H. Ross, Game and Fish 
Commissioner, said a force of near- 
ly 100 State Game Wardens has 
been organized to assist deer hunt- 
ers and enforce the regulations. 

Ross said reports to the. depart- 
ment indicated that the best water- 
fowl shooting would be in the 
northern part of the State on rivers 
and lakes and on the lake of the 
Ozarks in Central Missouri.

ARON DOCKED IN NAVY 


Dr. Eckener Witnesses Landing 
of Giant Aerial Scout 
Cruiser, 


By the Associated Press. 
LAKEHURST, N. J., Oct. 22.— 


Slipping through a dark clouded 
sky, the Navy’s new aerial scout 
cruiser Akron rode into its home 
port today and nosed down to the 
mooring mast at 6:34 a. m. 


Only a small crowd greeted the 
large ship. At 1:45 a. m., when 
the Akron first hovered over the 
landing field, riding lights . blink- 
ing red and green, a handful of 
spectators was on hand to watch 
the airship cruise in wide circles 
while waiting for the dawn. 

It was still dark when the land- 
ing crew, 75 strong, turned out and 
the actuaj landing preparations 
started. Fifteen minutes later 
smoke bombs were set off on the 


stretch with.a low lined blanket 
of white, to indicate the direction 
of the air currents to the crew 
aboard the ship. 

At 6:14 o’clock the first landing 
line fell. Two other lines dropped 
a moment later and the ground 
crew drew the ship to the mooring 
mast. Dr. Hugo Eckener of the 
Graf Zeppelin looked on. 

Contrary to the navy’s original 
plan, the newest ship which will 
become an official ship of the line 
on Navy day, Oct. 27,. was not 
berthed immediately. It remained 
on the field with Lieut. Commander 
Charles\E. Rosendahl], skipper, and 
his crew aboard. 

Finally, at 8:35, the 5" was 
docked. 

Commander Rosendahl “and Dr. 
Eckener chatted while the $5,375,- 
000 dirigible was being berthed. It 
took 15 minutes from the time the 
tail of the Akron was lashed to its 
iron @radle on the mooring field 
until the ship was entirely in the 
hangar. 

Alongside of the Akron in the 
800-foot hangar the Los Angeles 
rests, dwarfed by its sister-ship. 
The Los Angeles requires only 656 
feet of the hangar’s space while 
the Akron covered all but 15 of the 
800 feet when it was berthed. 

The Akron left Akron, O., yes- 
terday afternoon after being 
turned over to the navy officially.

Edison always called it “the parlor”

is the text of the translation of the 
address of Premier Pierre Laval of 


ceremony for him today: 

“Mayor Walker, you are at the 
head of the largest city im the 
world. As I look at these mighty 
buildings, as I note the busy traffic 
in your streets, ag I grasp the mag- 
nificent spectacle which New York 
offers, I am struck with admira- 
tion for the force of your great na- 
tion and the disciplined freedom of 
its inhabitants. 


“The confidence whiéh the city 
of New York has placed in you is 
a tribute of which you as an Amer- 
ican mgy well be proud. I come 
from Europe, the representative of 
a nation with a long and noble 
past, to confer with the president 
of a great and free people. 

“It would suffice for me to evoke 
memories of our common past to 
receive a friendly welcome but to- 
day I full well realize that the peo- 
ple greet me, the head of the 
French Government, as a messen- 
ger of peace. From Paris te Lon- 
don, from London to Berlin, from 
Berlin to Washington, is a pilgrim- 
age among the capitals which dif- 
fers from the traditional method of 
diplomacy. 


Gesture of Friendship. 


“This must be accounted for by 
the fact that new dutics are im- 
posed on those responsible for gov- 
ernment as a result of the crisis 
which unsettles the world and un- 
dermines the morale of nations. 

“France was deeply touched 
when President Hoover invited me 
to visit him. She realized that this 
gesture was not alone the expres- 
sion of an old and tried friendship 


that the American Government had 
turned to her because in the midst 
of widespread disturbance she re- 
mains sound. 

“If you should travel through 
our countryside, if you should visit 
our farms, if you could better know 
the hard and patient labor of our 
farmers, you would understand 
France.

“Whether it be our workmen or 
our artisans they are guided by the 
same ancestral spirit. These are 
the qualities which make our an- 
cient land a harmonious and well 
balanced whole.

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, Oct.

The 
boys dived for pearls to pass away 
the time. He pulled out a fray-1 
plece of cotton cloth containing a 
handful of pearls which he traded 
for a pile of old clothes. The wire- 
less operator took the shirt off his 
back in payment for a pearl.

Referee Makes Decision in Regard 
to Package Left by Bank of 
Edwardsville Head. 


The defunct brokerage house of 
Lorenzo I. Anderson & Co. is held 
liable for $1834, the cash contents 
of a customer's lost package, in a 
recommendation made today by 
former Judge Conway Elder, as 
referee, to Circuit Judge Hart- 


mann. Elder was named to ad- 
judge claims of some of the An- 
derson creditors, who did not as- 
sent to the liquidation plan. 
Coupons amounting to $2552, in 
the same package, were not paid 
and have been replaced by dupli- 
cates, Judge Elder said, “hence the 
only loss was that of currency. 
The package of coupons ad cur- 
rency belonged to the Bank <, Ed- 
wardsville, and was brought to St. 
Louis Aug. 5, 1930, by George W. 
Meyer, president of the bank, to be 
deposited with the Mereantile- 
Commerce Bank and Trust Co. 
Meyer found the bank closed, be- 
cause of the primary electien on 
that day, and he took the package 
to the. Anderson office and left it 
there, to be taken to the bank next 
day. No receipt was given or asked. 
Officials of the brokerage house 
said that a messenger was instruct- 
ed to take the package to the bank, 
but when an inquiry was made 394 
days later, the messengers did not 
remember the matter, and the 
bank had not received it. The 
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claim was pending when the brok- 
erage firm was closed in January, 
1931. 

The referee said, in recommend- 
ing judgment for the cash, that it 
would be covered by liability in- 
surance, and hence would not come 
out of the funds in the receiver's 
hands. The Bank of Edwardsville 
will lose only the interest on the 
amount.

ATLANTA, ‘Ga., Oct. 22. — Sup- 
port of the World Court and Amer- 
ican membership in the League of 
Nations was advocated by the Rev. 
Ivan Lee Holt of St. Louis in an 
address to the Methodist ecumen- 
ical conference today. 

“Let us tell our representatives 
to the general disarmament c¢onfer- 
ence in February that we will sup- 
port them if they reach conclu- 
sions.” he said. Dr. Holt declared 
the United States and other nations 
needed to create an atmosphere “‘in 
which war, like prehistoric mon- 
sters, would die.” 

In reference to Russia, he con- 
cluded that “Lenin is creating moro 
of a stir in Russia than is Christ 
in any other land. The masses of 
the people are more interested in 
material things than in religion. 
Leaders of religion are wondering 
if religion in America has not been 
reduced to rotarianism.”

It is unwise to argue with a com- 
munist about oil. If one admits the 
premise that under certain condi- 
tions it may be desirable or even 
possible for a Government to own 
and operate the oil fields, the com- 
munist on the point of waste alone 
can prove that the Government col- 
lective plan has many decided ad- 
vantages over the individualistic 
chaos in capitalistic countries. 
The communist does not need to 
resort to what some might call-un- 
fair logical tactics. by citing the 
American experiences with Secre- 
tary of the Interior Fall, the Sin- 
clair-Stewart Continental Trading 
Co. scheme or the oil speculation 
craze that swept over the country 
between 1918 and 1921. Citation 
of production conditions in the 


suffices. 


Immense Stores Underground. 


The known petroleum reserves in 
Russia are estimated between 34 to 
40 billion barrels, with Siberia and 
Central Asia yet to be accounted 
for. Some oil has been found 
around Perm and geologists are 
sinking experimental wells in the 
Lower Urals. At present 95 per 
cent of production is in the Cau- 
casus near Grozny and Baku. 

In 1913 Russia produced 9,234,- 
900 metric tons of petroleum, most 
of which was used as fuel oil and 
kerosene. Production methods were 
extremely primitive. In 1920, after 
the World War and the Civil War, 
production dropped to 3,800,000 
metric tons. In 1924 the industry 
was reorganized and in 1926 the 


pre-war production figures were 
equaled. In the year 1226-27 the 
total was 10,283,900 metric tons 


and last year it reached 17,405,000 
tons, almost doubie pre-war pro- 
duction. The program for this year 
calls for 27,500,000 tons, and while 
this may not be attained, the pro- 
duction will undoubtedly be great- 
er than last year. The revised five- 
year pian for oil has set a goal of 
46,000,000 metric tons for the year 
1932-33, about five times pre-war 
figures. 


Russiau oil exports have in- 
creased. In 1913 the exports 
amounted to 947,700 metric tons. 
By 1926-27 they had increased to 
2,038,800 tons and last year they 
were 4,554,900 tons. The export 
program for this year, in keeping 
with the Soviet policy of secrecy 
regarding exports, was not avuil- 
able. 

So far the Russians have only 
about 2700 miles of petroleum 
pipe-lines but the programs for 
this year and next call for great 
extensions. 


Far Behind the U. S. 


When compared with American 
figures, the Soviet statistics disclose 
that Russia is far behind the 
United States in production, ex- 
ports and pipe lines. Production of 
crude oil in the United States last 
year amounted to 123,000,000 met- 
ric tons. Russia, as stated, pro- 
duced less than one-seventh of this 
amount. American exports were 
21,000,000 tons, or more than four 
times the Russian figures. The 
United States, according to reports 
to the Interstat® Commerce Com- 
mission, had 45,921 miles of trunk 
pipe lines and 42,800 miles of 
feeder lines, a total of 88,721 miles. 
36 times more than Russia, It is 
estimated that the United States 
has about 80,000 miles of natural 
gas pipe lines. There are none in 
Russia worth mentioning. 

The largest consumer of Russian 
export oil last year was Great Brit- 
ain. The other countries receiving 
Russian oil were Egypt, India, Ger- 
many, Czecho-Slovakia, Austria, 
France, Italy, Belgium and Holland.

Soloviov took occasion also to 
deny that .ften repeated charge 
that Russia would not co-operate 
with other oil producing countries 
He claimed that the shoe was on 
the other foot and that the capital- 
istic countries, for the most part, 
would not co-operate with Russia. 
He said that Russia had an agree- 
ment with England as prices to 
be charged in the Orient. 

“We prefer stable prices,” Solo- 
viov explained, “because we would 
receive more ‘valuta’ for our oil. 
We are charged with ‘dumping’ oil 
on the world market when we are 
doing what every other oil export 
country is doing—getting what we 
can for our products. The real 
trouble is over-production in capi- 
talistic countries. We shall always 
continue to export because we can 
produce more oil than can be used 
in Russia. We expect to locate new 
fields in the Urals, the Ukraine and 
in Siberia. We know that we have 
oil in Sachalin Island. Your Mr. 
Sinclair tried for a_ concession 
there. We can export from Sacha- 
lin to the Orient. 

“Capitalistic — or individualistic 
—Over-production of oil has had its 
effect in Russia. We depend upon 
oil exports for gold with which to 
buy machinery for our industries. 
Overproduction in capitalistic coun- 
tries has made it difficult for us 
to find markets for our oil. If the 
oil industry elsewhere was ‘ration- 
alized,’ planned, as in our country, 
there would be no difficulty in get- 
ting a world agreement on exports. 
A world agreement is impossible 
when overproduction cannot be 
stopped in the United States. 


No Price War There. 


“Since the Government owns the 
land, there is no reason why we 
should drill off-set wells, as pri- 
vate owners are forced te do for 
fear their field. will be drained. We 
can leave the oil in storage in the 
ground and drill more wells when 
they are needed. There is no waste, 
no overproduction, no storage prob- 
lem. Prices remain stable within 
the country. This plan also pre- 
vents the accumulation of . huge 
fortunes by individuals.

LONDON, Oct. 22.—Philip Snow- 
den, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
termed “grossly inaccurate” yester- 
day a statement which he said had 


been made in the British general 
election campaign that American 
interests had “insisted upon a 10 
per cent cut in the unemployment 
pay as a condition of a loan.” 

Criticising a radio address’ de- 
livered by William Graham, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade in the 
late Labor Government, the Chan- 
cellor said Graham had made 
several statements “‘wholly without 
foundation.” 

One of these “misstatements,”

MEXICO LIFTS NEW TARIFF 
ON MOTION PICTURE FILMS 


President Ortiz Rubio Acts After 
Receiving Protest From 
Exhibitors. 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 22.—Presi- 
dent Ortiz Rubio has suspended in- 
definitely Mexico’s new/ tariffs on 
imported motion picture films and 
recording discs. 

The new tariff law, which went 
into effect last July, raised the rate 
on films from 8 pesos to 75 pesos 
a kilogram (about $2.88 to $27 
on 2.2 pounds) and the tariff on 
recording discs was increased from 
five pesps to 50 pesos ($1.80 to 
$18). 

Motion picture exhibitors of Mex- 
ico have been meeting here for sev- 
eral days and a commission visited 
the President yesterday to protest 
that the new tariff threatened thcir 
business. As the new import tax 
made the cost of exhibition exor- 
bitant, they said, theaters would 
have to close unless some relief 
were found. 


ENGLAND PAYING U. S, CREDIT

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AN IMPROPER ACTION. 

We have no opinion at this time as to the merit 
of the tax reduction given the local street railway 
company by the State Board of Equalization, but the 
way in which it was done was highly improper. 

There are five members of the board—the Gover- 
nor, the Attorney-General, the Secretary of State, the 
State Treasurer and the State Auditor. Only three 
members were preserit when the board voted a $130,- 
000 tax cut to the street railway company. Two of 
the three were Secretary of State Becker and Treas- 
urer Brunk. Gov. Caulfield was out of Jefferson City, 
and Lieut. Gov. Winter substituted for him. When 
the assessment of the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
came up, Becker and Brunk voted for the reduction. 
Winter refrained from voting. Obviously, in so im- 
portant a public matter, all the members of the 
Board of Equalization should have been present. 
Gov. Caulfield has consistently opposed a reduction 
in the assessment of this property. To act upon the 
\matter in his absence, and to give the company such 
a great reduction with only two votes, was against 
the public interest. 

Supposedly, the State Board of Equalization acts 
in such matters upon the recommendation of the 
State Tax Commission. The State Tax Commission 
recommended that the assessments of the street rail- 
way company-in St. Louis and St. Louis County for 
1931 be approximately what they were for 1930. The 
Board of Equalization, or the two members who act- 
ed for it, totally disregarded the recommendation. 
State Auditor Thompson, who is also a member of 
the board, but who was not present when the assess 
ment of the St. Louis Public Service Co. was re 
duced, says that at an earlier meeting when only 
three members were present he objected -to action 
on this assessment except at a meeting attended by 
the full membership. 

None of the utilities is, of course, taxed on the 
valuation that they all enjoy for rate-making pur- 
poses under decisions by the United States Supreme 
Court. The St. Louis Public Service Co. has a valu- 
ation for ratemaking purposes of $63,500,000. Up 
one flight of stairs in the Capitol, two members of 
the Board of Equalization give it an assessment val- 
uation of $35,000,000. The Tax Commission recom- 
mended that the assessment be $40,001,026. In other 
words, in the short distance between the office of 
the Missouri Public Service Commission and the of- 
fice of the State Board of Equalization, the value of 
the company’s property has shrunk $28,500,000. 

The street car company is in our judgment en- 
titled to reduced assessments from time to time as 
the value of its property declines. Certainly there 
is a wide gulf between its fantastic valuation for 
rate-making purposes and what it would sell for if 
it were thrown upon the market. The objection to 
what the Board of Equalization has done is to act- 
ing on the matter at a time when three of the chief 
officers of the State, that is, the Governor, the At- 
torney General and the Auditor, were all absent. 
The three absentees should insist that the subject 
be taken up again before a full meeting of the board. 
To do less will be to add one more to the long list 
of irregularities which have recently characterized 
State government in Missouri. 


AIMEE AND CHARITY. 

When Mrs. Aimee Semple McPherson Hutton an- 
nounced her plans to conduct a revival in Boston, 
Mayor Curley of that city invited her to divide 50-50 
with the Boston public welfare department all she 
took in in excess of expenses.

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THE REDISTRICTING MUDDLE. 
A curious situation exists concerning the redistrict- 
ing bill passed by the last Legislature and vetoed by 
the Governor on the ground that it was unfair to the 
Republican party. Attorney-General Shartel is ex- 
pected to hold that the bill did not require the Gov- 
ernor’s signature, following a recent Minnesota de- 


In the meantime, the Democrats are playing dead. 
The political outlook in Missouri, as evidenced by 
the recent result in the Seventh District, is rosily 
Democratic. If Gov. Caulfield’s veto stands, Congres- 
sional candidates must run at large and the Demo- 
crats count on electing all 13 of them. -If the re- 
districting bill is declared valid, even a Democratic 
landslide would probably leave the Republicans with 
three seats in Congress. 

Quite naturally, Gov. Caulfield yielded to party 
exigencies in vetoing the redistricting bill. It was 
not such a bill as a Republican Legtslature would 
have drafted, and a Democratic Legislature likewise 
was certain to exhibit partisanship. But the Gov- 
ernor, as it turns out, might have benefited his own 
party more by ignoring the unfairness of the bill 
and approving it. Again, assuming that the veto of 
the redistricting law holds, the Democrats, with 
every expectation of controlling the next Legislature 
and, in addition, electing the next Governor, will 
have an opportunity to pass a new and much more 
partisan bill.

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ANOTHER DOOLITTLE ACHIEVEMENT. 

A disciple of Dr. Freud might explain Jimmie Doo- 
little’s flying exploits as a subconscious urge to live 
down his mame. If that were the case, he could 
have stopped flying long before his announced but 
unconsummated retirement last June, for which his 
“advanced age,” 34, was the stated reason. However, 
Doolittle keeps going, and every week or so gives 
the lie to his cognomen. This time it is a flight link- 
ing the three North American capitals, Ottawa, Wash- 
ington and Mexico City, 2570 miles, in 12 hours, 36" 
minutes. A previous flyer, Tex Rankin, two years 
ago flew nonstop from Canada to Mexico, but his 
route, 1350 miles, Vancouver to Agua Caliente, bare 
ly crossed the borders, and took 13 hours, 7 minutes. 

Aside from a first-rate piece of flying, Doolittle 
has demonstrated how close a neighbor this country 
is to the adjacent nations, a fact which such provin- 
cials as makers of tariffs and immigration restric-

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One of the most significant unemployment relief 
plans which the special Senate committee has 
studied is that in use at Rochester, N. Y. The inves- 
tigators were told by M. B. Folsom of the Eastman 
Kodak Co. how 19 firms, employing 23,000 persons, 
had built up reserve funds from which unemployed 
workers receive 60 per cent of their normal earnings 
for stated periods. The system includes firms with 
employes ranging from 45 to 13,000 in number, show- 
ing its practicability for both small and large con- 
cerns. Rochester’s plan differs from others in that 
eniployes do not contribute. The employers, taking a 
commendably liberal view, accept responsibility for 
slack periods. They feel that by shouldering the full 
furden they have a greater inducement to stabilize 
their businesses to avoid laying off workers. This 
has been done to an amazing degree at Rochester 
by forecasting sales and regulating production ac 
cordingly. 

The Rochester group opposes Government partici- 
patidn in insurance, and there would be little agita- 
tion for it if every industry in the country had such 
a well-balanced plan. As Gerard Swope of General 
Electric pointed out at the previous session of the 


tage unless their competitors also have such insur- 
ance plans. He urged their adoption simultaneously 
by each unit of entire industries. To encourage 
growth of the plan, Mr. Folsom advocates exempting 
unemployment funds from taxes. There is merit in 
this idea, but industry should need no outside in- 
ducements to make some provision for the employes 
it casts by the wayside in the dizzy pace of our 
planless machine age. 
Confronted by a growing demand for government- 
al intervention to stabilize employment or provide 
relief for the jebless, it is to the interest of producers 
in all fields to take steps themselves if they do not 
desire Federal action. The cost, as demonstrated at 
Rochester, is between 1 and 2 per cent of the an- 
nual payroll. With employes contributing to the 
fund, it would be even less. Some overcrowded in- 
dustries would find it greater, and the necessity for 
keeping the fund up to demand would stimulate 
them to more careful planning and elimination of 
waste. At any rate, public opinion is demanding that 
some remedy be found for the wholesale firing and 
the chaotic conditions in business that have now 
given us 7,000,000 jobless workers, 


A DISTINGUISHED BULGAR-AMERICAN. 
Dr. Stephen Panaretoff, first Bulgarian Minister

In that he 
did something done by only one other foreign dip- 
lomat, “Citizen” Genet of France in the first days 
of the Federal Government. 
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STRETCHING THE CHARITY DOLLAR. 

A demonstration of careful and judicious budget- 
ing is contained in the plans for expenditure of 
$500,000 in 1932 by the Jewish Federation of St. 
Louis.’ The organization will open its campaign for 
that amount Sunday, to continue for eight days. No 
less than 85 cents of each dollar it collects will go to 
relief. These expenditures include family relief, 
health service, care of the aged, child care and a loan 
fund. Of the non-relief activities, 6 cents will go to 
a Hebrew school, 3 cents each to the Y. M. H. A. and 
Y. W. H. A. and 3 cents to administrative costs. Con- 
tributions to national organizations, which totaled 3 
per cent this year, will be dropped in 1932, under the 
committee’s plans, unless something is left after loca] 
heeds are met. 

The contributions of the Jewish group in solving 
the city’s relief problem through such agencies as 
the Jewish Hospital and its dispensary, and the vari- 
ous homes for the aged and for children, are familiar 
to the community. In a year when needs probably 
will be greater than ever before, Jewish organized 
charities must set a high goal. The figures showing 
how far this group makes the charity dollar go offer 
convincing evidence that it deserves general support. 
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“PRINTER TO THE TERRITORY.” 
A handsomely printed sketch of the life of Joseph 
Charless, by Douglas C. McMurtrie of the Ludlow 
Typograph Co., reminds us of the pioneering that 
adventurous son of Ireland did for printing and jour- 
aalism in the St. Louis of the trading post days.

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Despite what the statisticians may say, I 
have only known personally one golfer who 
died of apoplexy. For my part, if such a 
fate ever overtakes me, I fancy it will not 
be in some terrific moment in a match, 
but rather after exhausting hours of prac- 
ticing. Practice is not only very good for 
our golf; it is a joy in itself, but it can be 
extraordinarily tiring. Let anybody try to 
bang balls into a net for 20 minutes and 
he will find his hands in blisters and his 
mind and body in a state of collap#&. That 
is altogether too exhausting. And looking 
for goif balls is surely one of the most in- 
furiating and prostrating of all human ac- 
tivities.
